the intention of capturing the Holy Prophet JUsajbssfc Jirfaiii 
but he himself got captivated in the love of the Holy Prophet 
J* and embraced Islam. He said, ‘Ya Rasoolallah! 
We will welcome you in Madinah with flags.’ Therefore, the 
horsemen took off their turbans, placed them on the top of 
their spears and moved to Madinah.

There was a pious person named Ibraheem residing in 
Madina-tul-Munawwarah. He was a true devotee of the Holy 
Prophet. He used to earn Halal sustenance and would save half 
of his earnings 1 for the celebration of the birth of the Holy 
Prophet JUs«a \ 3 && JtasJ*. When the month of Rabi’-un-Noor 
would arrive, he used to celebrate Milad enthusiastically, abiding 
by the commandments of Shari’ah. He would distribute a lot of 
food among the people for the Isal-e-Sawab of the Holy Prophet 
and subsidize his savings for righteous cause. 
His wife was also a great devotee of the Holy Prophet. She 
would also co-operate with her husband with heart and soul in 
that righteous deed. After a few years, his wife passed away but 
he continued the act of celebrating Milad. 

One day, Ibraheem called his son and made his will, ‘Dear son! 
I will die tonight; I have 50 dirhams and 19 yards of cloth. Use 
the cloth for my shroud and spend the money in any righteous 
deed.’ Having said, he recited the article of faith and his soul 
left his body. The son buried his father according to his will 
but he was rather confused about spending the money his 
father left. When he slept that night, he dreamt that the Day 
of Judgement had occurred and everyone was extremely 
frightened. The fortunate people were going towards the Heaven,

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whereas the unfortunate ones were being dragged into Hell. He 
stood shivering with fear as to what his destination would be! 
Meanwhile, an announcement was made, ‘Let this young man 
enter the Heaven.’ 

Therefore, he entered the Heaven happily where he wandered 
fearlessly. After visiting seven Heavens, when he reached the 
portal of the 8 th Heaven, he was told that only those who 
celebrated the birth of the Holy Prophet JUs-fesfeJisSi&i J* in the 
world are allowed to enter this Heaven. Upon hearing that, he 
envisioned that his parents would be there. A voice was then 
heard, ‘Let this young men enter; his parents want to meet 
him.’ Therefore, he went in and saw his mother sitting near the 
stream of Kawsar. Nearby, there was a throne on which an 
honourable lady was sitting. There were also some other chairs 
on which many venerable ladies were sitting.

The gist of a written statement given by an Islamic brother 
from North Karachi is presented: During the first week of 
Rabi’-un-Noor, some devotees of the Prophet were making 
individual effort and they invited me to attend Ijtima’-e-Milad 
being held at Kakri ground, Bab-ul-Madinah, Karachi.

Someone came and got instantly, whereas someone could 
never get - these are heavenly decisions which are predestined 

12 Madani pearls about celebrating Milad 

1. Decorate your homes, Masajid, shops and vehicles with 
buntings for rejoicing the birth of the Prophet of Rahmah, 
the Intercessor of Ummah JUs-absjfeJMi&! j*. Illuminate your 
home with at least 12 bulbs. Arrange an Ijtima’-e-Zikr-o- 
Na’at on the 12 th night, and at the time of dawn, welcome 
the dawn of blessings with tearful eyes, raising your flags 
in hands invoking Salat and Salam. If possible, observe fast 
on the 12 th of Rabi’-un-Noor because our Holy Prophet 
J* would celebrate his birthday by observing 
fast on Mondays. 

Sayyiduna Qatadah q&o- said that the Holy Prophet 

j* was asked as to why he fasted on Mondays. 
The Holy Prophet A'J* replied, ‘I was born on 

this day and the revelation descended upon me on the 
same day.’ (Sahih Muslim, pp. 591, Hadees 198) 

The commentator of Sahih Bukhari, Sayyiduna Imam 
Qastalani iiisf? has said, ‘One of the proven boon of 
celebrating Milad of the Holy Prophet JUs-dbssfeJtsS*:hi J* is 
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that peace and tranquillity prevails throughout the year 
and every wish is fulfilled sooner. May Allah AtsA have 
mercy on the one who marks the nights of the Milad 
month like Eid.’ (Al-Mawahib-ul-Ladunniyyah, vol. 1, pp. 148) 

2. Nowadays, Tawaf-doing dolls are displayed in the models 

of the Holy Ka’bah at some places. This is a sin. In the 
pre-Islamic era of ignorance, there were 360 idols in the 
Holy Ka’bah. The Holy Prophet j* removed 

all the idols from Ka’bah after conquering Makkah. 
Therefore, even models containing idols (dolls) should not 
be displayed. Plastic flowers can be placed instead. 

(It is permissible to display such a portrait in home, 
Masjid etc. in which the face of the people doing Tawaf-e- 
Ka’bah is not clearly visible. However, it is impermissible 
to display such a portrait in which the faces are clearly 
visible when looked at whilst standing with portrait being 
placed on the ground). 

3. It is not permissible to install decorated gates comprising 
of the pictures/statues of peacocks etc. Read the following 
two Ahadees in the condemnation of pictures of living beings: 

i. The angels (of mercy) do not enter the home in which 
there is a picture or a dog. 

(Sahih Bukhari, vol. 2, pp. 409, Hadees 3322) 
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ii. Whoever paints the picture (of a living being) will be 
tormented by Allah as long as he does not put 
soul in that picture, and he will never be able to put 
soul into that. (Sahih Bukhari, vol. 2, pp. 51, Hadees 42) 

4. Some people play music in the name of celebrating the 

Milad of the Holy Prophet J*. By Shari’ah, it 

is a sin to do so. Following are two Ahadees of the Beloved 
Prophet in this regard: 

i. The Holy Prophet J* said, ‘I have been 

ordered to break the drum and the flute.’ 

(Firdaus-ul-Akhbar, vol. 1, pp. 483, Hadees 1612) 

ii. Sayyiduna Dahaak J<s5 sAi t&v has reported: Music 
spoils the heart and displeases Allah j«5A 

(Tafsirat-e-Ahmadiyyah, pp. 603) 

5. You can play Na’at cassettes but take care at the time of 
Azan and Salah. Further, make sure that the sound of 
Na’at does not disturb the sick or those who are asleep or 
doing worship. (Don’t play cassettes of Na’ats in the voice 
of woman). 

6. It is not permissible to decorate the roads or streets etc. or 
hoist the flags in such a way that causes any kind of worry 
or distress to passersby or to those who are driving. 
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7. Women coming out of their homes without observing Pardah 
(veil) to watch illuminations are committing a shameless 
and Haraam act. Further, doing so even whilst observing 
Pardah and the consequent intermingling of men and 
women is also extremely shocking. Moreover, it is also not 
permissible to use electricity illegally. Therefore, contact 
the electricity department and use electricity legally by 
paying its bill. 

8. In the Milad procession, try to remain in the state of Wudu 
as long as possible. Offer Salah with Jama’at. The devotees 
of the Prophet are not supposed to miss Jama’at. 

9. Avoid bringing horse-carts and camel-carts etc. in the 
procession as their urine or dung may render the clothes 
of devotees impure. 

10. During the procession, distribute as many booklets, 
pamphlets and VCDs/DVDs of Sunnah-inspiring speeches 
released by Maktaba-tul-Madinah, as you can. Further, 
for serving fruits/eats etc. give in the hands of the people 
instead of throwing these. Fruits and other things are 
disrespected if these are dropped on the ground and 
crushed under feet. 

11. Chanting inflammatory slogans can result in some unpleasant 
incident and can sabotage the prestigious Milad procession. 
Your own safety lies in remaining calm and peaceful. 
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12. Neither get emotional nor try to retaliate in case some 
stone pelting is encountered as it will cause disturbance in 
the procession, which is the desire of the enemy.

1. On the first night of Rabi’-un-Noor, make this announcement 
three times in all the Masajid: 

‘Congratulations to all Islamic brothers and sisters! 

The moon of Rabi’-un-Noor has been sighted.’

2. Men’s shaving their beard or trimming it less than a fist- 
length - both acts are Haraam. For Islamic sisters not to 
observe Shar’i veiling is a Haraam act. By virtue of 
auspicious occasion of Rabi’-un-Noor, Islamic brothers 
are requested to make intention for bearing fistful beard 
permanently and Islamic sisters are requested to make the 
intention of observing Shar’i Pardah, preferably wearing a 
Madani Burqa’. (Man’s shaving his beard or trimming it 
less than a fist-length and woman’s non-observance of 
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Shar’i veiling is Haraam. It is Wajib to repent of these sins 
instantly and give them up).

3. A great Madani technique to acquire steadfastness in 

practising Sunnah and other good deeds is that all devotees 
(Islamic brothers & Islamic sisters) of the Holy Prophet 
should make intention to execute Fikr-e-Madinah daily, 
filling in the booklets of Madani In’amaat and should 
submit the booklet monthly. Invoke raising 

your hand. 

Badliyan rahmat ki cha'een boondiyan rahmat ki aa'een 
Ab muradayn dil ki pa'een aamad-e-Shah-e-Arab hay 

The clouds and drizzle of blessing are at onset 
Wishes will befulfdled now, Marhaba Marhaba

4. All the devotees of the Prophet including Nigran and 
Zimmahdar should travel with a Madani Qafilah for at 
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least three days particularly in this blessed month. Islamic 
sisters should deliver Dars from Faizan-e-Sunnat for at least 
thirty days in their homes (only to the ladies and Maharim) 
and then make the intention to continue it after Rabi’-un- 
Noor as well.

For receiving blessings, travel with the Qafilah 
For learning the Sunnah, travel with the Qafilah

5. Display 12 flags or at least one flag in your Masjid, home, 
shop, workplace etc. since moon sighting for the whole 
month. Buy some flags and display them on buses, wagons, 
trucks, trolleys, taxis, rickshaws, horse carriages etc. Hoist 
flags on your cycle, scooter and car. the whole 

city will blossom with smiling waving green flags. Usually 
big pictures of living beings or nasty couplets are printed 
on the back of big trucks. 

It is my wish that the slogan 7 love Dawat-e-Islami be 
printed in bold lettering at the back side of trucks, buses, 
wagons, rickshaws, taxis and cars etc. Make efforts in this 
regard by meeting and persuading the transporters and 
bus/truck owners and win my hearty supplications. 
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Caution 

If the flag bears lettering or image of Na’layn (image of the 
blessed shoe-sole of the Holy Prophet make 

sure that the flag neither tears nor falls on the ground. Further, 
as soon as the month of Rabi’-un-Noor ends, remove the flags 
immediately. If there is risk of disrespect, use simple green flags 
i.e. without that sacred image/lettering. 

(Sag-e-Madinah displays only simple green flags at his home 
named Bayt-ul-Fana [the dying home]).

6. Illuminate your home with 12 lighting strings or at least 
12 bulbs; further, install decorative lightings in your area 
and Masjid (but using electricity illegally for this purpose 
is Haraam, therefore use electricity legally contacting the 
electric company). Decorate your whole area with green 
flags, buntings and bright lights. Display big flags (12 
metres long or as suited) on the roof of your home and 
Masjid and on main squares etc. such that they may not 
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hinder pedestrians/traffic in anyway and also make sure 
that public rights are not violated. Don’t hoist flags in the 
middle of the road as this will obstruct the traffic. Do not 
decorate streets etc. in a way which result in narrowing of 
passage resulting in violation of public rights. 

Aik mashriq, aik maghrib, aik baam-e-Ka ’bah per 
Nasb par chant ho gay a, 'y-y j 

Flags were hoisted one in the East, one in the West and one on the 
roof of the Ka’bah to welcome the advent of the Beloved Prophet 
(Wasail-e-Bakhshish, pp. 453) 

7. Every Islamic brother should distribute as many booklets 
or different pamphlets published by Maktaba-tul-Madinah 
as possible or at least amounting to 12 PKR among the 
participants of Milad procession; Islamic sisters should 
also get the booklets distributed. 

Similarly, make your contribution to call towards 
righteousness by keeping booklets at your shops etc. for 
free distribution throughout the year. Also make efforts for 
such distribution on occasions of weddings, funerals etc. 
and for conveying Sawab to the deceased. Also persuade 
other Muslims to do the same. 
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Baant ker Madani rasaail Deen ko phaylaaiye 
Ker kay razi Haq ko haqdar-e-jina ban jaaiye 

Spread Sunnah by distributing Madani booklets 
Be deserving of Heaven by pleasing Allah 

8. If possible, buy 12 booklets titled ‘The Dawn of Blessings’ 
and 112 pamphlets or at least 12 pamphlets titled ‘12 
Madani pearls for celebrating the Milad of the Holy 
Prophet JUs^baifcJtsSiii! J*’ from Maktaba-tul-Madinah and 
gift them especially to the leaders of the organizations that 
arrange Milad gatherings. During the month of Rabi’-un- 
Noor, donate 1200 PKR or, if not possible, 112 PKR or at 
least 12 PKR to some Sunni scholar (only adults should do 
so). You may also donate this money to Imam, Muazzin or 
servant of your Masjid; rather make intention to continue 
this good service on monthly basis. 

It is better to donate the money on Friday because the 
reward of every good deed increases by 70 times on Friday. 

The cassettes of Bayanaat (Sunnah-inspiring 
speeches) released by Maktaba-tul-Madinah have played a 
vital role in reforming lives of several people. Even some 
of you may also have joined Dawat-e-Islami by virtue of 
listening to some Bayan cassette. Distributing these cassettes 
and VCDs/DVDs to people is a great service to Islam and 
is a means of earning enormous reward. Therefore, if 
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possible, sell out 12 cassettes or VCDs/DVDs of Sunnah- 
inspiring speeches every week or at least every month. 
Well-off Islamic brothers may do this service for free. By 
virtue of festivity of Milad, distribute as many Bayan 
cassettes and VCDs/DVDs as you can and thus take part 
in propagation of Sunnah. 

On the occasion of weddings, gift a booklet or a Bayan 
cassette/VCD/DVD along with the wedding card. Discard 
the tradition of Eid cards and instil the tradition of 
distribution of booklets etc. in its place so that the money 
being spent can also help propagation of Sunnah. People 
send me expensive Eid cards, which causes my heart 
melancholic instead of happy. Would that people spend their 
hard-earned money on the promotion of religion instead 
of Eid cards! Further, the glittering powder on these cards 
also causes severe nuisance.

9. In big cities, every ‘Alaqa'ee [regional] Nigran should hold 
glorious Sunnah-inspiring Ijtima’aat at different Masajid 
for the first 12 days of Rabi’-un-Noor (responsible Islamic 
sisters should hold Ijtima’ at homes). If possible, everyone 
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should attend the Ijtima’ whilst bearing green flags in 
Rabi’-un-Noor.

The devotee of the Prophet reciting Na’ats and holding

10. Take bath in the evening of the 11 th or on the 12 th night of 
Rabi’-un-Noor. If possible, buy everything new, for example, 
white clothes, turban, bandana, cap, shawl, Miswak, 
handkerchief, slippers, rosary, ‘Itr (perfume), wristwatch, 
pen, Qafilah pad etc. in order to solemnize this Eid of Eids. 
(Islamic sisters should also buy new things according to 
their needs).

11. Spend the 12 th night in Ijtima’-e-Zikr-o-Na’at and welcome 
the ‘the dawn of blessings’ with tearful eyes at the time of 
breaking of dawn, raising your flags and reciting Salat and 
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Salam. After Salat-ul-Fajr, say Salam and congratulate each 
other warmly on this grand occasion of Eid and continue 
to do so for the rest of the day.

The first Hadees cited in Sahih Bukhari is: U S\ 

meaning ‘Actions are valued according to the intentions.’ 

(Sahih Bukhari, vol. l,pp. 5) 

Remember! Whenever you perform any righteous deed, you must 
have the intention of gaining reward for it from Allah Js-sS^, 
otherwise, you will not gain any reward. Likewise, it is necessary 
to have the intention of gaining reward while celebrating Milad. 
When making the intention of gaining reward, the act must be 
in conformity with Shari’ah and must be performed with 
sincerity. If someone celebrated Milad for showing off, using 
electricity illegally, forcing people to donate money, hurting 
other Muslims without Shar’i exemption, violating public 
rights, playing Na’ats etc. on the loudspeaker despite knowing 
that it will cause distress to the ill, suckling babies or those who 
are asleep, then the intention of gaining reward will go invalid; 
instead the person doing so is a sinner. The more righteous 
intentions you make, the more reward you will gain. Hence 
eighteen intentions are being presented but these are not all; a 
scholar of intentions can make even more intentions for increasing 
Sawab. So make these intentions as per your condition: 

18 Intentions for celebrating Milad 

1. I will publicise the biggest blessing of Allah JsA*- thereby 
acting upon the Quranic commandment: 
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Aw<sf publicise well the Bounty of your Lord. 

[Kanz-ul-Iman (Translation of Quran)] (Surah Ad-Duha, verse 11) 

2. I will make Milad illuminations to gain the pleasure of 
Allah Js-sK 

3. I will wave flags imitating the act of Sayyiduna Jibra'eel 

vjLUb hjLSt] aAz who placed 3 flags on the day the Beloved 
Prophet was born. 

4. I will wave green flags because the Grand Dome of the 
Prophet’s Masjid is green. 

5. I will show the eminence of the Prophet 

to the non-Muslims by celebrating Milad (upon seeing 
illuminations and green flags, the non-Muslims will certainly 
be inspired and would think that the Muslims love their 
Prophet a lot). 

6. I will annoy Satan by celebrating Milad enthusiastically. 

7. In addition to outward decorations, I will decorate my 
inner self as well by repenting of sins. 

8. I will attend the Ijtima’-e-Milad on the 12 th night, and 
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9. I will participate in the procession on the 12 th of Rabi’-un- 

Noor and will invoke Zikr of Allah js-sS^- and His Beloved 
Prophet J*. 

10. I will behold Islamic scholars, and 

11. the pious people, and 

12. I will gain blessings from the company of the devotees of 
the Prophet. 

13. I will wear a turban in the procession, and 

14. I will remain in the state of Wudu as long as possible, and 

15. I will perform my Salah with Jama’at in Masjid during the 
procession. 

16. As per my capacity, I will distribute booklets, pamphlets 
and cassettes or VCDs/DVDs of Sunnah-inspiring 
Bayanaat etc. published by Maktaba-tul-Madinah during 
the Ijtima’-e-Milad and procession. 

17. Making individual efforts, I will persuade 12 brothers to 
travel with the Madani Qafilah. 

18. I will keep reciting Salat, Salam and Na’at as far as possible 
during the procession observing Qufl-e-Madinah of the 
tongue and the eyes. 
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O Allah Js-siN Enable us to solemnize the birth of Your Beloved 
Prophet JisSi&i J* whole-heartedly with good intentions 

and grant us entry into Heaven without holding accountable 
by virtue of celebrating the blessed birthday of Your Beloved 
Prophet J*.
